Argued Before the Supreme 


Court at Springfield

WILLIAMSTOWN'S DAY 


The President and Attorney- 


General Warmly Re- 


ceived Over West. 


The Counsel for the Commonwealth 


and Defense Discuss the Knotty 


Money Points in the Testi- 


mony. The Court Has Re- 


served Its Decision. 


The full bench of the supreme court as- 


sembled at 9 o'clock Tuesday morning in 
the superior court room, 
Springileld 


prayer being offered by Rev. Dr. John 
Cotton Brooka of the Chrisi Episcopal 
church. Judge Allen presided and with 
him on the bench were Judges Holmes, 
Barker, Mortou and Knowlton. 
The 


court list was gone through with, and it 
was found that the lawyers in the O'Neil' 
case would be unable to be present until 
9.30 o'clock and the case was put over 
until their arrival. 


The arguments for the sustaining of the 


exceptions in the case of the common- 
wealth against John O'Neil; .convicted of 
the murder of Mrs. Hattie E. McCloud at 
Shelbnrne Falls January 8, were made be- 
fore the full bench. The decision was 
reserved. The two exceptions upon which 
the attorneys argued were as follows: 
First, that Mrs. McCloud's money trans- 
actions of Thursday preceding the murder 
introduced by the government were too 
remote and indefinite to be admitted in 
evidence in the case in question. In brief, 
the defendant argued on this point that 
by no process of reasoning could it be 
made to appear that because Mrs. McCloud 
had a certain sum of money on Thursday 
she also had it on Friday; or that because 
the defendant had on Friday night about 
;he same amount of money that Mrs. Mc- 
Cloud had on Thursday, that the latter 
had that sum on Friday night and that 
the defendant took ii from her possession. 


The second reception related to the 


search of the house by Miss Viola Critten. 
den, sister cf Mrs. McCloud, the question 
and ansirer being as follows: "Did you 
find any money in the house ?" "Yes, sir, 
a very few cents perhaps." The court al- 
owed this question and the defendant ex- 
cepted. The defense argued on this point 
that it was not proved that the deceased 
during the time unaccounted for did not 
go to other cities and towns within reach 
by railway and other means and dispose 
ot her money. E. H. User of the firm of 
Beer & Dowliu of North Adams appeared 
for the defense and District Attorney 
John C. Hammond of Northampton for 
the government. 


Lawyer Beer opened the case, saying 


that it was with some doubt and diffidence 
and the feeling of inability to do justice to 
the case in the short time allowed for its 
preparation that he took it up. He could 
wish that the duty devolved upon some 
other, and he should ask the court's in- 
dulgence if it was not presented with the 
urgency that the case demanded. After 
reading the indictment and outlining the 
statement of the facts of the case, Mr. 
Beer gave the figures of Mrs. MoCloud's 
expenditures on the Thursday in question, 
He said that the governmeut did not try 
to show that there was no discriminating 
marks on the money in the defendant's 
possession to prove it was the money 
which Mrs. McCloud had. Mr. Beer 
argued the points at length. 


District Attorney Hammond opened his 


plea by calling attention to the fact that 
the scope of the exception was very nar- 
row. He noticed that the defense had 
given a very able presentation of the 
questions upon which they had dwelt in 
the lower court. It is to be presumed 
that the honorable justices there presid- 
ing had instructed the jury as to the bui- 
deu of proof; certain it is that the basis of 
the brief is a matter to which no sugges- 
tion of error or question was raised. 


Mr. Hammond said, the question was 


whether the defendant murdered Mrs. 
McCloud. The government claimed that 
she was robbed of a sum of money, as 
well as raped, at the time of her death. 
Upon the issue ot this robbery it was ma- 
terial to show what money she had about 
her person at-iho time of her death. From

about24 hours before her death. The sole 
question in this case is whether such 
evidence has any value. With that evi_ 
dance was coupled evidence of possession 
by the defendant shortly after her death 
of money, similar in amount and denomi- 
nation to the sum which the deceased must 
have hod at the time ot her death, if the 
commonwealth's testimony as to 
her 


pecuniary transactions was exhaustive- 
There was also (evidence of the fact that 
practically no money was found upon the 
person of the deceased, or in her house 
after her death. 


The weight of this evidence was clearly 


for the jury. That it was possessed of 
soine value is clear. To deny its relevance 
in toto is to say in effect that the exercise 
of the reason should be excluded in the 
consideration of capital cases. It is to be 
borne in mind that the exceptions do not 
undertake to report the whole evidence 
or any summary of the whole evidence in 
the case. Full and appropriate instruc- 
tions, to which no exceptions were taken, 
were given by the court to the jury. 


WHliamstown and Williams

The weather was perfect for coaching, 


the mountains, olid in their brilliant 
foliage of autumn, stood out grandly 
against the blue sky and President Mc- 
Kinley esteemed his ride from Adams to 
the college town one of the pleasantest of 
the summer. 


President Franklin Carter was host yes- 


terday afternoon. 
He went to Adams 


earlp in the day, took luncheon with the 
presidential party and drove over with 
them in the early afternoon. In the coach 
and four were President McKinley, At- 
torney-General McKenna, W, P. Plan- 
kett, Dr. Carter, Miss McKinley and Miss 
McKenna. 
Dr. Carter pointed out the 


interesting places between North Adams 
and Williamstown, and President McKir- 
leywas especially interested in the lone 
elm which marks the site of old Fort 
Massachusetts, a fort of the colonial era, 
whose garrison was once commanded by 
Col. Ephraim Williams, the founder of 
Williams college. 


The entire student body were assembled 


on the summit of College hill and as the 
presidential party came into view the 
young men bruke into cheere, which con- 
tinued for several minutes. Hundreds of 
townspeople lined the streets and as the 
president drove past the students and 
through the lines of citizens he doffed his 
hat and bowed to the people. The recep- 
tion was probably the most enthusiastic 
he has met with in Berkshire, for the col- 
lege boys turned his welcome into a per- 
fect ovation.

They were singing 
college songs, but soon broke into cheers 
for their distinguished guests. 


The interior of the gymnasium had
